people wherever the news went. A mob inſtantly ga- 


thered and were very fizrce to take me, but were diſſua- 


ded by ſeveral juſfices of the peace then preſent. Word 
was carried to the militia, who called their God to wit- 
neſs, that I: ſhould be inſtantly drawn in quarters before 
the Liberty Pole. They joined the mob; and, for three 
hours, it was with the utmoſt difficulty that the ſaid au- 
thority. could keep them from, violenſe. 
April 22d. Three men (that had met that day at a 
muſter in Preſton) came to my houſe, each one not 
knowing of the othet's coming, and told me that my 
lite was in imininent danger, even that very inſtant. 
They were men of probity and undoubted veracity.— 
Early next morning I rode to Lebanon and waited upon 
Forathan Trimbull Eſq ; governor: of Connecticut, and 
told him that my life was in danger and I begged his 


protection. He aſked me whether I had ated inimical 
to America? I anſwered no, but had conſtantly endea- 


voured to convince people that Great Britain had given 
Amerioa no juſt cauſe of complaint. The governor rè- 
fuſed me any kind of protection whatever. I then bes- 

ged that he would give me a paſs that I might retire to 
New York, this he likewiie refuſed. . However I ſet off

> A day or two after, I ſaw the lad, and aſked him if 


ne met with Bebee again that night? he told me that

N. B. The lad knew nothing of my ſuſpicions. That 
rock was three quarters of a mile forward of where 
-  Bebee left me, and ſo fituate, that had I kept the road,

1 got home, where I kept cloſe for the ſpace of thirt 
nights, and upon my guard in the day, during wideh 
time my aged mother was F ene almoſt into fits, 
and my wife and children in perpetual fears. 
May 28th. An Inn-holder told me, that a number of 
ſoldiers, who were the other night at his houſe, told 
him, that I had but a little time to live; for that a
